Annual  Members,  Members  of  their  Families  and 
Non-resident  Guests  are  entitled  to  visit  the  Museum 
at  all  times  when  open  to  the  public,  and  to  attend  all 
Exhibitions,  Receptions  and  Lectures  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Toledo  IMuseum  of  Art.  Applications 
for  membership  may  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  or 
Trustees.  The  annual  fee  is  ten  dollars. 
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
